Thousands of v ictims of the bil­ 
lion-dollar flood that struck fiv e 
Western states had little to cele­ 
brate this New Year’s Ev e, ex ­ 
cept that they were aliv e. 
Adding to their misery , snow, 
rain and hail pummeled Wash­ 
ington, Oregon, northern Cali­ 
fornia, Idaho and Nev ada, and 
the 
Weather Bureau predicted 
the storm would last through 
Friday . 
A steady downpour hampered 
rescue and reconstruction ef­ 
forts of 125,000 workers in the 
fiv e states. 
The most critical spot was in 
northern California’s Klamath 
National Forest where 500 per­ 
sons were cut off from the out­ 
side by washed-out roads ar.d 
four day s of snow that has left 
three to four feet of pack on the 
ground. 
Snow continued to fall in Yre- 
ka where helicopter rescue op­ 
erations hav e been halted since 
Wednesday by the storm. 
“ If the weather keeps up we’ll 
hav e a serious problem.” said 


Civ il Defense chief Bill Sowle. 
•The people in there hav e an­ 
other week’s supplies. It’s still 
an emergency situation.” 
A one-lane road was opened 70 
miles through the forest to the 
mountain community of Happy 
Camp, he said, but it is accessi­ 
ble only by four-wheel-driv e v e­ 
hicles.

De­ 
spite lack of power and drinking 
water the situation was termed 
“ v ery good” by Sowle.

Union is no Santa Claus, these 
sources said. 
Shelepin returned to Moscow 
earlier this week after a 10-dav 
v isit to Egy pt. He apparently 
took a hard look at the way So­ 
v iet military and economic aid 
is being spent here. 
The sources gav e this sum­ 
mary of Shelepin’s conv ersa­ 
tions with Nasser: 
The Sov iet leader came to 
Cairo to assure Nasser that 
former Premier Khrushchev 's 
pro-Egy ptian policies are not 
being abandoned and that the 
Egy ptian can ex pect continued 
fruitful relations with the Sov iet 
Union —but only on a realistic 
basis. 
But Shelepin emphasized that 
the Sov iet Union has problems 
at home, esperially in agricul­ 
ture, 
and 
v ast commitments 
abroad. 
“ We are not a rich uncle like 
the United States and we cannot 
afford 
to throw 
our 
money 
around,” one Sov iet source said. 
“ We must be sure we are get­ 
ting lull v alue for ev ery thing we 
giv e.

o u s relig io u s g ro u p s. 
Claren ce Mitchell o f the NAACP was p re­ 
sidin g when Bill Hig g s, the able y o u n g at­ 
to rn ey fo r SNCC, raised the q u estio n o f su p ­ 
p o rtin g the Mississip p i Freedo m Demo cratic 
rep resen ativ es to g et seated in Co n g ress 
in stead o f the recen tly elected Mississip p i 
co n g ressmen . 
Mitchell, ho wev er, refu sed to hear him. 
“ L et’s he fran k.” he said, “ I’v e g o t Dr. 
Hen ry an d Charles E v ers do wn in Missis­ 
sip p i to thin k abo u t. 1 can ’t g o behin d their 
backs.” 
He referred to the fact that Dr. Aaro n

— (yP) — If you get lost in the 
Brazilian jungle and need help, 
start cooking a feijoada. 
Sure 
enough, 
someone 
will 
show up to tell you you're doing 
it the wrong way. 
Feijoada — pronounced fay- 
zho-ah’-da — is a favorite Bra­ 
zilian dish eaten once a week, 
usually on Saturday. 
It’s a formidable black bean 
stew that to the uninitiated may 
look as if it will devour him in­ 
stead. Not a light or easy-to- 
make 
dish, 
feijoada 
is 
the 
champ of cookbook recipes — 
and as controversial. 
Much jest goes with the stew, 
usually by its most passionate 
devotees. 
Some say, for instance, that 
the recipe calls for everything 
in the kitchen that isn’t moving 
except members of the immedi­ 
ate family. 
Fifteen different varieties of 
meat, mostly salted or smoked, 
and a small mountain of black 
beans go into a “ feijoada com- 
pleta.” as it is called. It takes 
two days to assemble.
